AWARD 
By its Order No. 2 / 43 /13 -LRII, dated the 21st October , 1963, the Government of 
India , Ministry of Labour and Employment, under Section - 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act, 1947, referred to this Tribunal for adjudication an industrial dis 
pute existing between the employers in relation to the Pure Kustore Colliery , 
District Dhanbad and their workmen in respect of the matter in the schedule re 
produced below : 

SCHEDULL 
" Whether the dismissal of Shri Ibrahim Mia , Pump Khalasi, by the manage 

ment of the Pure Kustore Colliery was justified ? If not , to what relief 

is the workman entitled ? " 
2 . On behalf of the concerned workman Shri Ibrahim Mia , the Bihar Koyla 
Mazdoor Sabha through its Secrctary Shri Lalit Burman Aled a written statenent 
on 2nd December , 1963. The case of the union was that the concerned workman 
has been serving in the colliery as Pump Khalasi for more than 10 years conti 
nuously with a very good record of service and there was no occasion of complaint 
during this long period ; that he was compelled to accompany one Wazir Mian , a 
cancer patient, who was to be admitted in the Patna Medical College Hospital for 
radium treatment and he stated for Patna with the patient on the night of 3rd 
May , 1963 on the clear understanding that the Labour Welfare Officer of the Col 
liery would reach Patna on 6th May , 1963 , positively ; that the patient was not ad 
mitted in the hospital and as the Labour Welfare Officer did not reach Patna on 
6th May , 1963 , as promised , the concerned workman , along with the patient, was 
put in grave difficulties; that the concerned workman , therefore , wrote a letter to 
the Manager expressing the difficulties but still the Labour Welfare Officer did not 
go to Patna and in the circumstances the workman returned to the Colliery on 14th 
May , 1963, and reported the facts impressing upon the management that the patient 
would not be admitted unless the Labour Welfare Omcer took up the matter with 
the Hospital authorities and asked for permission to resume his duties; that the 
concerned workman was not allowed to resume work and was told that he would 
be allowed to join work only after the return of the Labour Welfare Offror from 
Patna ; that subsequently even after the return of the Labour Welfare Omncer the 
workman was not allowed to resume work and , therefore, the workman made an 
application on 25th May , 1963, but as it was not accepted by the management it was 
sent by Registered post on 27th May , 1963 ; that on 29th May, 1963, the workman con 
cerned received a letter dated 21st May , 1963 , to show cause alleging " contravention 
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of Coal Mines Standing Orders Rules 29 ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) " , that the workman submitted 
his reply on 30th May , 1963 , denying the charges and asked for permission to re 
sume duties , but it was refused ; that an enquiry was held on 7th June , 1963 , but 
the said cnquiry was not proper and impartial and the allegations were not proved 
at all and still the workman was not allowed to resume duties and , therefore, he 
sent a letter dated 17th June , 1963 , to the Manager asking for permission to resume 
duties; that the management by a letter dated 17th June, 1963, (received by the 
workman on 19th June, 1963 ) dismissed the workman stating that he was found 
guilty of both the charges . On the above facts it was alleged by the union that 
the entire proceedings were mala fide and they smack of a clear spirit of victimin 
tion and the management prroceeded with a pre- conceived intention and indulged 
in abuse of powers conferred by the Standing Orders with the set purpose of get 
ting rid of the workman and , therefore, the dismissal of the workman was illegal 
and unjustified and should be set aside . 


3 . On behalf of the management also a written statement was filed on 27th 
December , 1963, by the Agent of the Colliery . Its defence was as below : 

( i) That Wazir Mian , a workman of the Colliery , was attacked with cancer and , 
therefore, on the advice of the Superintendent of the Central Hospital, Dhanbad , to 
send him to Patna Medical College Hospital for radium treatment he was sent with 
Ibrahim Mia , the concerned workman , as he gave out that he was very much 
acquainted with Patna and would be able to manage there and wanted to go along 
with Wazir Mian as his attendant; 

( ii ) That accordingly Ibrahim Mian was handed over with all the necessary 
papers, instructions and money for the expenditure and he along with the patient 
started for Patna on the night of 3rd May , 1963, and later from Patna he wrote a 
letter informing that he had rented a room for the patient near the hospital ou a 
daily rent basis of Rs. 3 per day and the total daily expenses incurred were Rs, 10 
lo Rs. 12 and asked to send Rs, 80 more towards the expenses ; 

( iii ) That before the management could send the money demanded , Ibrahiin 
Man , the concerned workman , returned in the morning of 14th May . 1963, and 
informed that the patient could not be hospitalised up till then and submitted a 
bill for Rs. 141 and stated that he had shifted the patient to a new address ; 


( iv ) That then it was decided that the Labour Welfare Officer should go to 
Patna and the concerned workman was asked to resume his duties on and from 
15th May , 1963 . The Labour Welfare Omicer started for Patna on 15th May, 1909 , 
and returned to the Colliery on 18th May, 1903 ; 


( v ) That the management learnt from the Labour Welfare Officer that Ib - ahim 
Mian had made false statements regarding the patient including the new address 
given by him because the patient was found by the Labour Wcitare Omccr after 
six hours strenuous search and was found lying in a half - dead condition by the 
side of a road inside the Patna Medical College Hospital and the patient was lying 
thore since 7th May, 1963 ; 


( vi ) That the patient, therefore, was immediately hospitalized by the Labour 
Welfare Officer on 17th May , 1903, but he died on the morning of 18th May , 1963 ; 


( vii ) That the bills submitted by Ibrahim Mian , the concerned workman , in 
connection with the treatment of the patient, contained false entries, regarding rent 
of the room , dressing charges , meal charges, etc., and , therefore , app ehending that 
hiy false statement regarding the patient might come to light after the visit of the 
Labour Welfare Officer at Patna he instead of joining his duties left for Patna and 
was there since 16th May, 1963 , in an attempt to white wash his misdeeds as far as 
passible; 


( viii ) That, therefore, a chargesheet dated 21st May , 1963 , was issued to Ibrahim 
Mian , the concerned workman , for giying false statement, submitting false bills 
and wilful violation of the order of resuming his duties on 15th May , 1963, and 
leaving the station without leave or permission to which he replied on 30th May , 
1963, denying the charges ; 


( 1x ) That, thereafter, a depar mental enquiry was held on 7th June, 1963, in 
presence of the concerned workman , Ibrahim Mian , who was given full chance 
and opportunities to cross - examine the witnesses and to defend himself and at 
the said departmental enquiry his misconducts were proved and , therefore , he 
was dismissed by a letter dated 17th June, 1963 . 
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On the above facts , therefore , it was alleged that the dismissal of the concern 
ed workman was bona fide and based on proved misconduct and as such it was 
justified and the workman was not entitled to any relicf . 


4 . The case was taken up for the first time on 7th July , 1965 , when Shri S . S . 
Mukherjee , Advocate , appcared for the Company and Shri Lalit Burman , Secre . 
tary of the Union , appeared for the concerned workman . Shri Mukherjee filed 
documents , with the consent of the union , which were taken in evidence and 
marked Exts . M to M 10 , exccpting Exts . M2,M3 and M 10 , which were marked 
on objection by Shri Burman as he did not admit these documents . On that date 
Shri Burman wanted time to produce documents to prove the preliminary objec 
tion , which was raised on that day , that the present reference was in respect of 
an individual dispute , and , thereforc, it was incompetent, because the present 
union was not in existence on 17th June, 1963, when the concerned workman was 
dismissed and that as such he was not a member of this union prior to his dis 
missal on 17th June, 1963, and , therefore , the present dispute , which was initially 
an individual dispute remained an individual dispute and this union had no juris 
diction to convert it , in these circumstances, into an industrial dispute . It is, how 
ever , not necessary to deal with this point as it was not pressed by Shri Mukherjee 
on 28th August, 1965 , when the case was initially taken up for hearing . 


5 . On 21st August , 1985 , to which date the case was adjourned at the request 
of Shri Burman the Company was represented by Shri Mukherjee , but no one 
appeared for the union , nor even the concerned workman was present in person . 
It was , however , said by Sri Mukherjee that Shri Lalit Burman , Secretary of the 
union , who represented the concerned workman , was in jail under D . I. R . and , 
therefore , sometime may be given to enable the union to appear through some 
other officer of the union or to enable the workman to appear . 


8 . On 28th August, 1985, after waiting for one hour the case was taken up at 
12 noon , but neither the union , nor the concerned workman appeared . The Com 
pany, however , was represented as said before by Saryashri S . S . Mukherjee, 
Advocate and B . Mukherjec , Labour Welfare Officer, On 21st August , 1965 , when 
I fixed the case for hcaring on 28th August, 1965, I directed both the union and 
the concerned workman to be informed of the next date fixed and accordingly 
registered notices were sent in the name of Ibrahim Mian , the concerned work 
man , C / o . Shri Lalit Burman , Secretary , Bihar Koyla Mazdoor Sabha on 25th 
August , 1965 , which was received by some person , whose initial is illegible , who 
signed for Shri Lalit Burman , The notice to the union was sent to the Vice 
President of the Union . In spite of these registered notices having been served 
on the concerned workman and the union and on the Vice - President of the unioli, 
none of them appeared before the Tribunal. I was informed by Shri Mukherjee 
that except Shri Lalit Burman all other officers of the union including the con 
cerned workman are outside the jail , and therefore , any of them or some of them 
could have appeared and contested the case , but unfortunately nothing of the kind 
was done . In these circumstances , as the reference was an old one pending since 
1963, I had no other alternative but to take it up for exparte hearing . 


exhibits numbers may be stated in their chronological order , as given by Shri 
Mukherjec, as below : 
3rd May , 1963 :— Ibrahim Mia accompanied Wazir Mian for cancer treat 

ment at Patna for hospitalization . 
9th May , 1963: — Ibrahim sent a letter Ext, M to the Manager asking for 

more money . 
14th May , 1963: — Ibrahim returned to the colliery and submitted a bill for 

Rs. 141 Ext. M . l . 
16th May , 1963: — Ibrahim was asked to resume duty but he did not do so . 
15th May , 1963 ; - Labour Welfare Officer left for Patna to hospitalise Wazir 

Mian , 
16th May , 1963 : — Ibrahim , when learnt that the Labour Welfare Oficer left 

for Patna , did not join his duty , but he also left for Patna. 
17th May , 1963 : — Wazir was admitted in hospital. 
18th May, 1983: - Labour Welfare Officer returned to the Colliery and while 

at Patna learnt that Wazir was kept in open within the compound of 
the hospital and was not kept in a rented room supposed to be kept 
there and Wazir was lying in that condition from 7th May , 1963, to 
17th May , 1963 . 
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18th May , 1963 : - Wazir Mian died . 
21st May , 1963 ; - Chargesheet Ext. M 2 was issued to Ibrahim Mian for 

making false statement, for submitting false bill, for violating the 
Order in not resuming his duty on 15th May, 1963, and for leaving the 
Station without taking any leave or permission from the authority 
and thereby for contravention of Rules 29 ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) of the Coal 

Mines Standing Orders . 
30th August , 1963 : — Ibrahim submitted his explanation , Ext. M 3 denying 

all the charges and alleging that on 14th May, 1963, he was not allow 
cd to work and from 14th May , 1963, he has been idle without work 

without any lawſul justification , 
7th June, 1963 : - -Enquiry was held by Shri G . D . Patra , Manager of the 

Colliery . At the enquiry statements of Shri B . Mukherjce , Labour 
Welfare Officer , Ext, M5, of Shri Indra Deo Singh , Incharge of the 
Colliery , Ext. Mo, of Shri Prabhula ), Pamp Cabin Mazdoor, Ext . M . 7 , 
of Shri Amcrendra Nath Mazumdar , Ert. M 8 and of Shri Halim Mia , 
Workshop Machinist , Ext. M 9 wee recorded . Thereafter the state 
ment of Shri Irbahim Mian , the concerned workman was also record 

cd . 
12th June, 1963 : - - Thercaftcr the Enquiry Officer submitted his rcport on 

12th June, 1963, E .ct. M 4 in which he found that the charges against 
Ibrahim Mia had been proved , and he is guilty of the charges and he 

should be dismissed from service . 
17th June, 1963 : -- Shri Ibrahim Mia , the concerned workman , was dismissed 

under letter of that date , Ext. M 10 . 
8 . Relying on the above documents, particularly the enquiry papers, Exts M 2 
to M 9 , it was contended by Shri Mulherjee that the charges mentioned in the 
chargeshect Ext. M 2 had been established and the misconduct of the concerned 
workman had been proved , and , therefore, he had rightly been dismissed fus con 
travention of the aforesaid rules . 

9 . On a question put by the Tribunal Shri Mukherjce stated that as Ibrahim 
Mia , the concerned workman , refused to give his own statement and refused to 
cross- examine the aforesaid fivc witnesses , examined in his presence by the 
management and further refused to sign the enquiry papers , Ext . M 5 LO M 9 , 
there is no statement of the concerned workman , nor his initial or signature on 
any of the statements , Eict, M 5 to M 9 . It was further contended by Shri Mulcher 
jee that it will appear from Ezts. M 5 to M 9 that at the end of the examination 
in chief of the aforesaid five witnesses examined on behalf of the management it 
is noted in each case that Ibrahim Mia was asked to cross - examine the witnesscy , 
but he declined to cross - examine them . This fact is also mentioned in the enquiry 
report , Ext . M 4 of te Enquiry Officer , that the statements of all the prosecution 
witnesses were taken in presence of Ibrahini Mia and he was given all opportuni 
tics to cross - examine the witnesses but he declined to cross -examine them . It is 
further mentioned in the enquiry rcport, Ext. M 4 , that during the enquiry Ibra 
him Mia was given full opportunity to defend himself and to produce his defence 
witnesses also , but he did not examine any defence witness at all, 

10 . On a consideration of the docuinents filed by the management, which are 
uncontroverted as there was no appearance by the union or the concerned workman , 
in spite of having knowledge of 28th August, 1965, being the date fixed for hear 
ing , I am satisfied that the enquiry held was proper , fair and the charges against 
the concerned workman had been proved by the evidence of the Ave witnesses 
of the Company mentioned before as also by Ext, M1, the bill itself, and I further 
And that the finding of the Enquiry Officer is well supported by the statements 
of the witnesses examined before me. 

11 . I, therefore , answer the reference in favour of the management by holding 
that the dismissal of Shri Ihrnhim Mla , Pump Khalasi, by the management of the 
Pure Kustore Colliery with effect from 17th June, 1963, for misconduct proved at 
the domestic enquiry was justifled, and , thercfore , the concerned workman was 
not entitled to any relief , 

12. This is the award which Imake and submit to the Central Government under 
Section 15 of the Act .

By its Order No. 2 / 81 / 63 -LRII, dated the 3rd January , 1964 , the Government 
of India , Ministry of Labour and Employment, rcfer ed, under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , to this Tribunal for adjudication , an indus 
trial dispute existing between the employers in relation to the B . Roy s Ram 
kanali Colliery , P .O . Katrasgarh , District Dhanbad and their workmen in reg 
pect of the matter specified in the schedule reproduced below : 


SCHEDULE 
" Was the dismissal of Shri Ashutosh Modak from service with effect from 

12th September , 1963, by the management of B . Roy s Ramkanali 
Colliery , ( Post Office Katrasgarh , District Dhanbad ) justified ? If 

not, to what relief is the said workman entitled ? " 
2 . On behalf of the concerned workman , Shri Ashutosh Modak , Mining Sirdar. 
Shri S . Das Gupta, Secretary , Colliery Mazdoor Sangh , filed a written statement 
on 17th April, 1965. The case of the union was that three chargesheets were 
issued against the workman concerned and three enquiries were held by the 
Manager himself on different dates, but all of them were of vindictive mature 
and the concerned workman was not given proper scope for defence and his wit 
nesses were not examined and he was given no opportunity to cross - examine the 
prosecutor witnesscs ; that in spite of these infirmities in the domestic enqui ies 
the charges could not be established and still the management out of shecr vindic 
tiveness held the concerned workman guilty of all the charges and severely 
reprimanded him in respect of first charge, warned him in respect of the third 
charge and ultimately dismissed him on 12th September , 1963, for misconduct in 
respect of the second charge ; that the dismissal was mala fide, illegal and unjusti 
fied due to the leading part the concerned workman took in union activities much 
to the dislike of the management and , therefore, the dismissal should be set aside 
and he should be reinstated in his previous job , 

3 . On behalf of the Manager of the Colliery , a written statement was filed on 
20th April , 1965. The defence of the Company was that as a Mining Sirdar the 
duties of the concerned workman amongst others were to control and supervise 
the mining operation in his charge in accordance with Mines Act. Regulations 
and Rules framed there under ; that on the night of 23rd August, 1963, in which 
the concerned workman was incharge , he knowingly allowed illegal rubbing or 
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the side of the Dip Gallery (between 7th and 8th East level, 3rd Dip counting 
from Garden incline ) whereby the Gallery in question was excessively widened ; 
that for the above misconduct chargesheet dated 24th August, 1963 , Ext. M . was 
issued to the concerned workman to which he sent a reply on 27th June , 1963 , 
Ext. M , 16 and another reply dated 27th August , 1963, Ext. M . 1 and denied the 
charge; that a notice of enquiry dated 2nd September , 1963, Ext. M . 3 , wus gent 
to him intorming that the enquiry would be held on 5th September , 1963 , and 
accordingly the enquiry was held in presence of the concerned workman on 
5th September , 1963 , at which he was given full chances and opportunity to 
cross -examine the witnesses and defend himself as it will appear from the 
enquiry papers , Exts. M 4 to M 10 : that as at the said departmental enquiry the 
misconduct mentioned in the said chargesheet , Ext. M , was satisfactorily establish 
ed , the concerned workman was dismissed by a letter dated 12th September, 1963, 
Ext, M 11 , with the approval of the proprietor ; that, therefore thc dismissal of 
the concerned workman was bona fide and based on proved misconduct and in 
accordance with the Standing Order and, therefore , it was justified and he was 
not entitled to any relief , 

4 . At the hearing on 30th August , 1965, the Company was represented hy 
Shri J . N . Mukherjec , Manager of the Colliery and the union , which represented 
the conce : ned workman , was represented by Shri S . Das Gupta , its Secretary . 
Both parties filed documents, which with mutual consent, were taken in evidence 
and marked Exhibits . Documents filed by the Company were marked Exts. M 
to M 26 and documents Aled by the union were marked Exts. W to W 2 . 

It may be mentioned here that the union objected to four documents, piz ., 
M 23 to M 26 , but although the union was given a chance to rebut these docu 
ments, the union stated that it had nothing further to say or to add to its argu 
ment already advanced . The union did not admit also Exts. M 12 , 13 , 14 , 21 and 
22 . The management did not examine any witness , but the union examined the 
concerned wo kman , Shri Ashutosh Modak , Mining Sirdar (No. X Suam ) of the 
Colliery as WW 1 , who proved his raising rcport maintained by him , which was 
marked Ext. W and his application made to the Manager on 9th September, 1963, 
Ert. W 1 and the signature dated 9th September, 1963, at the left top on Ext. W i 
by Shankar Babu , which was marked Ert. W 2 . It may be mentioned at this 
very stage that the alleged raising report, Ext. W noted by the concerned work 
man himself showing that on 23. d August, 1963, Bhusi Bhar was absent does not 
bear any signature of any officer of the Company and, therefore, its authenticity 
was challanged on behalf of the management and its genuiness was not accepted 
by the management 

5 . It may further be mentioned that three chargesheets were issued against 
the concerned workman . They were these : 

First chargesheet dated 23rd August, 1963, Ext. M 15 , to which the concerned 
workman replied on 26th August, 1963, Ert . M 16 and an enquiry into this 
chargesheet was held on 28th August, 1963, and as a result of this enquiry on 
9th September , 1983 , as it will appear from Ext. M 17, the concerned workman 
was severely reprimanded on 9th September , 1963 . 


The second chargesheet, which is the subject matter of the present reference 
and with which alone we are concerned , is dated 24th August, 1963, Ext. M . 1 
will deal with this chargesheet in detail in the next paragraph . As a result of 
the enquiry into this cha - gesheet the concerned workman was dismissed on 12th 
September, 1963 , by a letter, Exct. M 11. 

The third chargesheet is dated 29th August, 1963 , Ext. M 18 , to which the 
workman sent a reply , Ert. M 19 , on 5th September , 1963 , and into this charge 
sheet an enquiry was held on 10th September , 1963, and as a result of this en 
quiry the concerned workman was warned on 11th September , 1963 , by a letter , 
Ext. M 20 . 


It may be mentioned that we are not concerned with the first and third 
chargesheets and , therefore, it is not necessary to go into the merits or demcrits 
of those two chargeshects . We are concerned only with the second chargesheet , 
Ext. M , which cnded in the dismissal of the concerned workman , which is chal 
lenged in the present reference . 

0 . The second chargesheet . as stated above, is dated 24th August, 1963, Ext. M . 
This chargesheet was issued by the Manager of the Colliery . In this chargesheet 
it is mentioned that it has been reported that on the night shift of 23rd August , 
1963 , of which he was incharge, e knowingly allowed illegal robbing of the sia

of the Dip Gallery (between 7th and 8th East level, 3rd Dip counting from Gar 
dan incline ) whereby the gallery in question has been excessively widened . We 
was therefore charged under Certified Standing Order 18 ( Q ) and 18 ( F ) for hel 
tual neglect of work and disregarding the provision of the mines regulatiots . 
He was to explain within 48 hours why disciplinary action should not be taken 
against him . He was suspended forthwith pending cnquiry . To this charge 
sheet, Ert. M the concerned workman on 26th August, 1963 submitted his ex 
planation , Eart . M 16 , denying the allegations and asserting that no robbing has 
been done at the working faces in his hand in his shift , which may kindly be in 
spected by him (Manager ) and that some one has misreported the facts to him . 
This explanation , Ext. M 16 , was in respect of first charge, Ext . 15 dated 23rd 
August , 1963, as well as in respect of the second chargesheet, dated 24th August , 
1963, Ert. M . He was asked to submit separate rep y to the second chargesheet 
dated 24th August , 1963, and , therefore , the concerned wo kinan on 27th August , 
1963, flled his second reply , Éxt M 1 . He admitted that on 23rd August, 1963, in 
the night shift he was incharge, but no illegal robbing was allowed in the Dip 
galleries mentioned in the chargeshect and stated that as mentioned already in 
his first reply dated 26th August, 1963, Ext . M 16 , some body has misreported the 
matter to him . Thereafter a notice of the enquiry , which was to be held on 5th 
September, 1963, was issued on 2nd September , 1963, and the said notice is Ext . M 


if any . The enquiry started on 5th September , 1963, by the Manager , who was 
authorised by the owner , as will appear from Ext. M 4 . At this enquiry it 
appears that the statement of the concerned workman Sri Ashutosh Modak , 
Mining Sirdar , was recorded fl- st, Ext . M 5 . In his statement be stated that the 
robbing at No . X Seam was not done on 23rd August, 1963, ( night shift ) and he 
did not know who has done this illegal side robbing. Thereafter, four witnesses 
on behalf of the Company were examined and their statements were recorded , 
Friz ., Sri Akluram Muchi, Mining Sirdar, E .rt. M 6 ; Sri Siphai Bhuian , Miner , 
Ext. 7 ; Sri Bifan Bhuia , Miner , Ext. M 8 , and Sri B . B . Roy , Overman , 
Ext . M 9 . It will further appear from Ext. M 6 that the concerned workman 
was given a chance to cross - examinc Sri Akluram Muchi, but his cross - examina 
tiru was declined . Ext. M 7 will show that Sri Siphai Bhuian , Miner, was cross 
" xamined by the concerned workman , Sri Modak , at great length . Likewise , 
Sri Bifan Bhula , Miner, was also cross - examined by the concerned workman , Sri 
Modak , as it will appcar from Ext. M8. Ext. Mg will, however , show that the 
concerned workman declined to cross - examinę Sri B . B . Roy , Overman , when 
he was given a chance to cross - examine him . The Enguiry Officer , thereafter , 
on 6th September, 1963, submitted his enquiry report , Ert. M 10 in which he 
mentioned that the concerned workman Sri Modak was asked to produce defence 
witnesses , if any , but he failed to do so . He further mentioned that from the 
statement recorded of the four witnesscs named therein , the charge has been 
proved beyond doubt and the concerned workman as a responsible Mining Sirdar 
should not have disregard the provisions of the Mining Regulation . He 
commended that he should be dismissed from service . On 12th September , 1986 , 
after obtaining the approval of the Proprietor , as it will appear from Ext . M 11 , 
the Manager sent a letter to the concerned workman informing him that as the 
charges levelled against him were proved , he was , therefore , dismissed from 
sørivce with immediate effect . 


7 . These are the material facts in their chronological order relating to the 
second charge , Ext. M , with which we are concerned in the present reference. 


8 . Sri Das Gupta submitted that this workman was in service for more than 
a year since July , 1962, and he during this period was never served with any 
chargesheet before and he had a good record of service and the three charge 
sheets in quick succession in the same month of August , 1963, were as a resul 
of vindictiveness due to taking a leading part in the union activities by the con 
cerned workman and , therefore, the dismissal of the concerned workman should 
be set aside and he should be reinstated . It was further contended by him that 
the enquiry was against the principles of natural justice because it was the Mana 
ger , who issued the chargcsheet ; it was the Manager , who held the enquiry ; it 


acted as the prosecutor, as the judge and as the dismissing authority , and , as 
such , the enquiry , in such circumstances, cannot be said to be fair and proper . 
He further contended that on a review of the evidence it will appear that the 
misconduct of the concerned workman , as mentioned in the chargesheet, has not 
been proved and for this purpose Sri Das Gupta , took ine through the evidence 
adduced on behalf of the management and asked me to review the evidence my 
self, although I pointed out, in course of the argument to him , that the Tribunal 
had no jurisdiction to sit in appeal over the finding of the Enquiry Ofcer , it the 
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said finding was supported by some evidence on the record and it was not per 
verse and , therefore , it had no jurisdiction to review the cvidence to come to its 
own conclusion on the question whether the misconduct was proved or not 

9 . On behalf of the Company , Sri Mukherjce relied on the enquiry papers and 
strongly contended that when it was admitted by the concerned workman WW 1 
in his statement even before the Tribunal that the cnquiry had been held in his 
presence and that he cross - examined witnesses examined on behalf of the Com 
pany and there was no defence witnesses on his side and further that he has 
nothing to say against the domestic enquiry as what he remembered he said and 
did what he thought proper, it was obvious that the domestic enquiry was fair 
and proper and suffers from no infirmity . He further contended that the fact 
that the Manager issued the chargesheet , held enquiry and issued the dis 
missal letter after the approval of the Propriсtor is not at all illegal and it does 
not at all vitiate the domestic enquiry and, therefore , on that ground the domes 
tic enquiry cannot be set aside. He further contended , as pointed out by me in 
course of the argument of Sri Das Gupta , that the Tribunal has no jurisdiction 
to sit in appeal over the finding of the Enquiry Officer when it was not alleged 
by the union that the finding was perverse or that the finding was not supported 
by any evidence , but what was contended was that the conclusion arrived at on 
a review of the evidence adduced could be otherwise than what has been arrived 
at if the Tribunal itself made an appraisal of the evidence . 

10 . After having given a careful consideration to the arguments of both sides , 
I feel that the arguments put forward by the management are well - grounded 
and should be accepted . Admittedly , the concerned workman WW 1 has ad 
mitted in his cvidence in answer to the question put by the Tribunal that the 
domestic enquiry was held in his presence , he cross - examined the witnesses on 
behalf of the Company , he had no defence witness on his side , he had nothing 
to say against the domestic enquiry and that what he remembered he stated and 
he did what he thought proper . This statement of the concerned workman is 
proved also by Exts , M 7 and M 8 , which show that Sri Siphai Bhulan , Ext. M 7 , 
and Sri Bifan Bhula , Ext. M 8 , were cross - examined by the concerned workmar: 
at great length . It will further appear from Ext . M 6 and M 9 that the concern 
ed workman declined to cross -examine Srl Akluram Muchi Ext, M 6 and Sri 
B . B . Roy , Ext . Mg. In these circumstances , it does not lie in the mouth of the 
union to say that the enquiry was not fair and proper or that the workman was 
not given proper and fullest opportunity to cross - examine and to examine his 
defence witnesses . In the enquiry report, Ext. M 10 , It is clearly mentioned that 
the concerned workman was asked to defend , but he failed to do so and this 
statement is corroborated by the statement of the concerned workman WW 1 
before the Tribunal. 

Sri Das Gupta was not able to cite before me any authority in support of his 
contention that if the enquiry was held by the person who issued the chargesheet 
and who issued the letter of dismissal after obtaining the approval of the Pro 
prietor , such an enquiry was illegal. I personally do not find any illegality in 
the Manager s issuing the chargesheets and thereafter making the enquiry and 
then in issuing the dismissal letter after the approval of the owner of the colliery . 
The enquiry was held by the Manager , because he was authorised by the Pro 
prietor to do , as it will appear from Ext. M 4 . For all these reasons, I am 
satisfied that the domestic enquiry held on 5th September, 1963, was fair and 
proper and suffers from no infirmity . 

11. It is not the case Sri Das Gupta that the Anding of the Enquiry Officer , Ext. 
M 10 , is perverse and not supported by any evidence , but his contention is that 
on a fresh appraisal of the cvidence of the four witnesses cxamined on behalf of 
the Company , Exts , M6, 7 , 8 and 9 by the Tribunal itself it will appear that the 
charges mentioned in the chargesheet, Ext . M , had not been proved , I have read 
the evidence of these witnesses in order to satisfy myself, as asked by Sri Das 
Gupta , with him and I am unable to accept his contention that the finding of the 
Enquiry Oficer is not supported fully by evidence of these witnesses of the Com 
pany . The contention of the management that the Tribunal cannot sit in appeal 
over the Anding of the Enquiry Omcer , when it is not perverse or not si:pported 
by any evidence and the Tribunal cannot reappraise the evidence for itselt is 
perfectly correct and is fully supported by several decisions of the Supreme Court, 
but, in the instant case. I find that the evidence adduced by the prosecution 
witnesses fully supports the finding of the Enquiry Officer . For these reasons, I 
hold that the enquiry report is correct and his finding is fully supported by the 
witnesses of the Company , 

12 . On my above finding that the domestic enquiry was fair and proper and 
did not violate the principles of natural justice and did not suffer froin infiintihy 
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and further that the enquiry report was correct and not perverse and was gup 
ported by the evidence on record , it follows that the misconduct of the concerned 
workman was proved and as the misconduct was grave, because he was a Mining 
Sirdar, it cannot be said that the punishment inflicted against him , which was 
entirely within the competence of the management, was at all excessive. 


13 . I would , therefore, answer the reference in favour of the Company by 
holding that the dismissal of Sri Ashutosh Modak , Mining Sirdar of No. X Sean , 
from service with ellect from 12th September , 1963, by the management of the 
B . Roy s Ramkanali Colliery , P . O . Katrasgarh , District Dhanbad , was justined 
and legal and , therefore , the said concerned workman was not entitled to any 


relief . 


14 . This is the award which I make and submit to the Central Government 
under Section 15 of the Act .

AWARD 


By its Order No . 2 / 38 / 63 -LRII, dated the 16th August , 1963, the Government 
of India , Ministry of Labour & Employment, referred under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ; (hereinafter called the Act) , to this Tribunal 
for adjudication , an industrial dispute existing between the employers in relo 
tion to the Digwadih Colliery of Messrs , Tata Iron & Steel Co. Ltd ., Jamado , 
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Post Omce Jealgora , District Dhanbad , and their workmen in respect of the raat 
tert specified in the schedule below :

2 . The management filed its written statement on 3rd October , 1963. The first 
objection taken in the written statement was that the present refcrence arises out 
of an individual dispute and , as such , was outside the purview of the Act and , 
Haerefore , the reference was invalid , 

On merits, the case of the management in respect of the four concerned work 
men will appcar , when I will come to merits of each of the four concerned work 
men separately , if necessary, after deciding the preliminary objection and , there 
fore, it is not necessary to go in details now . It may , however, be nientioned that 
The case of the management was that chargesheets for misconduct were issued 
axainst each of these four concerned workmen , an enquiry was held and at the said 

nauiry they were found guilty and , therefore, they were dismissed and as the 
Comestic enquiry was fair and proper and held in the presence of the concerned 
workmen , who were given full opportunity to defend themselves and to cross 

amine the witnesses on behalf of the Inanagement and as at the said cnquiry they 
were found guilty they were dismissed for misconduct and they were not entitled 
to any relief. 

3 . On behalf of the concerned workmen , Shri B . N . Sharma, President. Con 
ress Mazdoor Sangh , filed their written statement on 26th November , 1963. The 
Age of the union in respect of the four concerned workmen is giyen separately and 

will be mentioned , when I will consider the merits , if necessary , after deciding 
the preliminary objection , of each of the four workmen separately . It may , how 
aver, be mentioned at this stage that the case of the union was that the charge 
wheets issued against the concerned workmen were false, baseless and the enquiry 
held into those chargesheets were not fair and proper and the enquiry report was 
also preverse and , therefore, their dismissal was mala fide and unjustified . It was 
further mentioned by the union that in each of these cases the management made an 
Application under the Proviso of Section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of the Act for approval of its 
action in dismissing them and the workmen also fled complaints under Section 33A 
of the Act. The Company , however , withdrew all its applications and consequ 
ently the complaints filed by the workmen also became infructuous for the same 
reason . It was , therefore , prayed that the dismissal of the four concerned work 
nen should be set aside and they should be reinstated to their previous jobs with 
tall wages. 


4 . At the hearing, the Company was represented by Sarvashri S . F . Mukherjee , 
Advocate: S , N , Singh , Legal Assistant and L . B . Mahato , Office Assistant, whereas 
the four concerned workmen were represented by the Congress Mazdoor Sanga . 
which was represented by Sarvashri D . Narsingh , Adyocate and B . N . Sharma 
President of the Union , 

Both the parties Aled documents and with mutual consent they were taken in 
evidence and marked as Exhibits . Documents filled by the Company were marked 
Exts . M to M 52 and that filed by the union was marked Ext. W . 


5 . On behalf of the Company three witnesses were examined, namely , MW 1, 
Kushai Pandey . Havildar ; MW 2 , Reaz Ahmad , Havildar, whose joint statement re 
corded by the Enquiry Officer is Ext. M 2 ; and MW 3 Shri S . N . Singh , Legal Assis 
tant of the Company , regarding Ext. M 9 , which is a letter signed by Sri B . N 
Sharma, President , Congress Mazdoor Sangh , sent on 23rd September , 1963 to the 
Manager of the Company informing him about the election of the Office Bearers 
on 22nd September , 1963 and giving the names of those elected Office- Bearers of 
the union . 
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Preliminary Objection 
6 . Shri Mukherjee , on behalf of the management, seriously contested the con 
petency of the present reference on the ground that as this Reference refers to 
individual cases of four individual workmen which are individual disputes and not 
industrial disputes, the Tribunal had no jurisdiction to entertain the reference and , 
18 such on this ground it should be rejected . 

In support of this contention , it was argued that each of these four workmen 
became members of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh , which has sponsored the case 
of the workmen , after their dismissal, and , therefore, this union had no jurisdic 
tion in such circumstances to convert their individual disputes , which admittedly 
they were, into industrial disputes and as such the fact that the present referere 
had been made at the instance of the union was not itself sufficient to make it main 
Kainable . 

In support of his contention Shri Mukherjee relied on my Award of 10th July , 
1965 given in Reference No. 67 of 1963 in which this very preliminary objection 
was raised by Shri Mukherjce and was upheld by me and the objection of Shri 
Narsingh , who appeared for the union in that case also , was rejected . He also 
relied on the observation of the Supreme Court in thc casc of Workmen of Dharam 
mal Premchand ( Saughandhi) Vs. Dharampal Premchand ( Saugandhi) , 1965 ( 1) , 
I . L . J. 668 . It was relied upon by mę also in the Award in the aforesaid reference . 

7 . In rcply to the above, Shri Narsingh , on behalf of the concerned workmen , 
contended , firstly , that it was not correct that all the workmen became members 
of this union after their dismissal, as will appear from Ext. W , Membership Rega 
ter of Digwadih Colliery for the year 1962 -63, because Ext. W will show that Shyam 
Deo was dismissed on 29th June , 1962 as per Ext. M 7 and Hem Bahadur, who was 
dismissed on 25th Junc , 1962 as per Ext. M 50 , both became members before their 
dismissal on 10th April, 1962 ; secondly , that no doubt Ext. W shows that Banwari, 
who was dismissed on 20th December , 1961 as per Ext. M 25 , became a miember 
on 10th June , 1962 after his dismissal and also Bhusan , who was dismissed on 11th 
January , 1962 as per Ext. M 41 , became a member after his dismissal on 10th April, 
1962, still that fact is immaterjal when the only condition required for validity of 
a reference is that the reference must be sponsored by a union irrespective of the 
Lact whether the workmen whose disputes are sponsored by such a union became 
its members after or before their dismissal and at the instance of such union the 
reference under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) is made to the Tribunal tor adjudication . In 
support of his contention , he relied on thrce decisions of the Supreme Court, name 
ly , Bombay Union of Journalists and others versus " The Hindu , Bombay and an 
other, 1961 ( II ) , L . L . J . 436 ; India Cable Co., Ltd . versus Its workmen , 1962 ( I ) , L .L . T . 
409 ; and Rohtas General Transport Co , versus Workmen of Rohtas General Trans 
port Co., 1962 ( I ) , L . L . J . 634 . 

8 . Shri Mukherjee seriously challenged the genuineness of the Membership Re 
gister , Ext. W and contended that it had been fabricated for the purpose of the 
present case as a look at the entries , covering five pages , containing Serial Nos . 1 
to 144 will show that all have been written at one seating although an attempt has 
been made to give the Register a look of an old register kopt in the ordinary course 
of business . This objection of Shri Mukherjee was seriously contested by Shri 
Narsingh and, therefore, it became necessary first to determine whether this Mem 
wership Register , Ext. W , is a genuine document maintained in the ordinary course 
of business or had becn got up for the purpose of the present reference . 

9 . Ext. W has to be read along with Ext. M9 to which a reference has already 
been made while mentioning MW 3 . Ext. M9 is a letter written by Shri B . N . 
Sharma, as President, Congress Mazdoor Sangh , to the Manager of the Company , 
Digwadih Colliery, informing him about the election of the Office - bearers of the 
union at a meeting held on 22nd September , 1963 for the year 1963 -64 and amongst 
those Office-bearers is Shri B . N . Sharma, President and Shri Sikharesh Sarkar, 
Secretary . Ext. W , the Membership Register of Congress Mazdoor Sangh for Dig 
wadih Branch for 1962 - 63 contains names of 144 members, out of whom 111 became 
member on 10th April, 1962 , 14 became members on 10th May, 1962 and 19 became 
members on 10th June, 1962. This Register is signed on 10th June, 1962 as appears 
from the date mentioned at the bottom by Shri Sikharesh Sarkar , Secretary , Con 
gress Mazdoor Sangh of Digwadih Branch . There is no evidence that the Con 
gress Mazdoor Sangh was in existence at Digwadih Colliery before 1963 and parti 
cularly from 10th April, 1962 to 10th June, 1962. Ext. M 9 shows that the Secretary , 
Shri Sikharesh Sarkar, was elected Secretary of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh on 
22nd September , 1963. How then could he have signed as Secretary , Congress Maz 
door Sangh , in 1962 when this Congress Mazdoor Sangh was not in existence at 
Digwadih Colliery ? On this question there is absolutely no evidence on the side 
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of the workmen . Even the counterfoil receipt books on the basis of which the en 
tries were made in the Membership Register have not been filed . Shri Narsingh 
contended if the management would have called for these Countertoil receipt 
books, they could have been filed . In other words, according to Shri Narsinglı , it 
was the duty of the management to call for documents to prove the case of the 
workmen . Such a position is untonable and cannot be accepted at all. 


ment of the Company , was examined as MW 3 and he said that the management 
did not receive any communication from the Congress Mazdoor Sangh before Ext. 
M 9 . MW 3 was not cross - examined . Shri B . N . Sharma was present in Court and 
was assisting Shri D . Narsingh in conducting the proceeding on behalf of the con 
cerned workmen , but he did not come to pledge his oath . On the uncontroverted 
evidence on MW 3 , therefore , the position is that never before 23rd September , 
1963 ( Ext.M9) the Congress Mazdoor Sangh gave any information to the manage 
ment of the election of its Office - bearers, if any. The only explanation for the 
absence of such a coinmunication would be, as suggested by the management, that 
as the Congress Mazdoor Sangh was organised in Digwadih Collie y for the first 
time in 1963 and its Office - bearers were elected for thc first time on 22nd Septem 
ber , 1963, therefore , the names of its Office - bearers and information that the mem 
bers of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh had clected those Office - beare s as required 
by the law was given to the Manager of the Digwadih Colliery for the first time on 
22nd September, 1963. 

For these reasons, I hold that the Congress Mazdoor Sangh was not in existence 
at the Digwadih Colliery before 1963 and that these Office - bearers with Shri B . N . 
Sharma, President, were elected for the first time on 22nd September, 1963, as 
proved by Ext. M 9 , - - union s letter to the management. 

10 . Shri Mukherjee relied on another circumstance to show that Shri Sharma 
became Piesident of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh for the first time in 1963 and 
before that he had connection with the Collicry Mazdoor Sangh , as would appear 
from the proceeding, which was taken out by the management on 5th July , 1962, 
under the Proviso to Section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of the Act , and which was numbered as 
Application No . 153 of 1962 , and which was subsequently withdrawn by the Com 
pany on 29th June, 1963 in which Shri Sharma was appearing as Office - bearer of 
Colliery Mazdoor Sangh , It, therefo e , appears that till the date of withdrawal of 
the application for approval in respect of Shyam Deo Goala , one of the concerned 
workman , Shri B . N . Sharma was concerned with the Colliery Mazdoor Sangli and 
this fact cicarly supports the contention of Shri Mukherjee that till then Shri 
Sharma had not formed the Congress Mazdoor Sangh at Digwadih , which was form 
ed subsequently in September 1963, of which information was given to the manage 
ment on 23rd Septeinber , 1963 , Ext, M 9 . 

11. Shri Narsingh contended that there was no bar in law for a person to be 
connected with two unions and , therefore, assuming that Shri Sharma before 1963 
was connected with Colliery Mazdoor Sangh and in and after 1963 he was connect 
ed with the Congress Mazdoor Sangh is not a circumstance to show that Ext. Wis 
a false document. Shri Mukherjee conceded that in law there is no bar to a person 
being connected with two unions, but he said that it was most unnatural to be con 
nected with two unions and to be Office - bearer of two unions and, therefore , the 
fact that Shri Sharma was connected with the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh till 29th 
June, 1963 and thereafter with the Congress Mazdoor Sangh goes to show that 


Sikharesh Sarkar of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh , Digwadih Branch , who signed 
Ext. W was not the Secretary in 1962 as there is no evidence to show this , but posi 
tive evidence in the shape of Ext . M 9 is that he was elected in September , 1963 
and then how could he sign the register for the year 1962 -63 before September , 
1963. Moreover , as said above, the counte - foil receipt books could have supported 
the genuineness of the entijes mentioned in Ext. W , but thcy were not filed by the 
workmen on the ground that they were not called for by the management. I am 
not aware of any procedure of law , which provides the duty of the other side to 
call for documents in possession of its adversary in order to support the case of the 
adversary and to use it against it . For these reasons, I have no doubt in iny mind 
that Ext. W is not a genuine document and , therefore, no reliance could be placed 
on it and, as such , it must be rejected as unreliable , 

12 . After having rejected Ext. W , therefore. I have to accept the case of the 
management that even Shyam Deo Goala and Hem Bahadu " , two of the concerned 
workmen , became members of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh after their dismissal, 
in the absence of any evidence on behalf of the workmen , apart from Ext. W . to 
prove that they became members of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh before their dis 
missal. Admittedly on the basis of Ext. W , on which reliance was placed on behalf 
of the workmen , Banwari and Bhusan became members as mentioned earlier of 
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the Congress Mazdoor Sangh after their dismissal. I, therefore , hold that all the 
four concerned workmen , for the reasons given above, became members of the 
Congress Mazdoor Sangh after their dismissal. When I have held that the Congress 
Mazdoor Sangh was organised for the first time at Digwadih Colliery in Septem 
her, 1963, naturally I cannot accept, as mentioned in Ext. W , that Banwari and 
Bhusan , two of the concerned workmcn , became members of the Congress Mazdoor 
Sangh , no doubt after their dismissal, but in 1962, because when the Congres Maz 
door Sangh was not in existence they cannot become members of the said union 
before September , 1963. For my puiposc , however , it is enough to hold that all 
these workinen became members of the Congcass Mazdoor Sangh after their dis 
missal and not before their dismissol. Tluis is enough for the purpose of the preli 
ininary objection . 

13 . On the several decisions of the Sup : eme Court, the latest bring Tatrz iron 
& Steel Co., Ltd . versus S . N . Modak , 1965 ( II ) L . L . J . 128, which was against my 
Award irom this Tribunal and which was afirmed by Their Lordships of the Sup 
reme Court , an individual dispute between the workmen and his cmployer in order 
to become an industrial dispute within the meaning of Section 2 ( 0 ) of the Act 
should be started and sponsored amongst others by a union and the reference under 
Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of the Act should be made at the instance of such a union . There 
is no dispute and there could be nonc of this now settled principle of law , but the 
question which has been raised befürc mc in this connection and which was raised 
in the other cases , one of which was Reference 67 of 1963 referred to before , and 
in which both the learned Advocatna apuraring in those cases, hppeare in this 
cage also opposed to cach other , is whether it is necessary that the concerned work 
men whose dispute has been soonsored by such a union and at whose in tinare the 
dispute has been referred for adjudicrtion to the Tribunal should have been a 
member of such union hefore his dismissal in order to give jurisdiction to such 
union to convert the worknien s individual dispute into af industrial dispule . This 
question so far has not yet been raised before Their Lorrships of the Supreme 
Court in any of the cases . In the case ralicd upon by Shri Mukherjer , 1965 ( I ) 
L . L . J . 668, the followiny cibservations of His Lordship the Hon ble Chief Justice of 
India at page 672 , in my opinion , susgest that such workmen should have been 
members of such a union before their dismissal; 
" Industry has been defined by S . 2 ( f ) of the Act and it seems to us that 

in some cases the union of workmen working in one industry may 
he competent to raise a dispute about thie wrongful di missal of an 
einployee engaged in an establishment beloneing to the same indus 
try where workmen in such an establishment have no union of their 
own , and an coprccible number of such r orkmen had joined such 
other uning before their dismissal.” ( underlined by me) . 


14 . For the reasons gluten above and for the reasons given hy me in detail in 
Reference No. 67 of 1963, in which my award was published (17 10th July , 1965, 
I hold that the reference made under Seclion 10 ( 1 ) ( c ) of the Act by the Central 
Government was in respect of individual disputes, which in law could not be 
converted into industrial disputes , simply because those disputes wc o gronsored 
by the Congress Mazdoor Sangh and it was referred for adjudication to this Tri 
bunal at the instance of this union when the concerned workmon became its 
members after their dismissal. I, therefore, uphold the preliminary objection 
and reject the Icference as incompetent. 

15 . On the above Anding, it is obvious that I have no jurisdiction to go into 
the merits of the case and , therefore , I decline to go into the merits of the case 
of the concerned workmen and to decide their cases on merits and 39 such I ex 
press no opinion on their merits although their cases were argued on merit also . 

16 . This is the award which I make and submit to the Central Covernment 
under Section 15 of the Act.

AWARD 
By its Order No . 2 / 72 /63-LR . II, dated the 15th January, 1964 , the Government 
of India , Ministry of Labour & Employment, referred under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 (hereinafter referred to as the Act ) to this Tribunal 
for adjudication , an industrial dispute existing between the employers in relation 
to the Jamadoba Colliery of Messrs . Tata Iron & Steel Co ., Ltd ., P . O . Jealogro , 
( District - Dhanbad ) and their workmen in respect of the matter specifled in the 
schedule below : 

SCHEDULE 
1 . Whether the dismissal of Shri Balaram , Haulage Khalasi, Ticket No. 25593 

of Jamadoba Colliery by the management of the said colllery with 

effect from the 18th January, 1962 was justified ? 
2 . If not, to what relief is the workman entitled ?" 
2 . The management Aled a written statement on 14th February , 1964 . Its Arst 
and foremost objection was that the present dispute not having been supported by 
substantial number of workmen or their union was only an individual dispute and , 
therefore , outside the purview ot the Art and , as such , the reference is incompe 
tent. 

On merit , its case was that the concerned workman Shri Balram was employed 
as Haulage Khalasi at the Jamadoba Colliery at the relevant time, On 14th Decem 
ber , 1961 while hc was on duty in the third shift, he, contrary to the Standing Ins 
truction , lowered down 6 loaded minecars about 150 ft. by gravitation and then 
energised the motor in the reverse direction through the controller while the haul 
age was moving in the forward direction with the result that the haulage rope 
snapped , 6 loaded cars ran down and were badly damaged , motor end cover was 
lbroken and starter and rotar coils were damaged , causing thereby a loss of about 
Rs. 50 , 000 / - to the Company; that the concerned workman thereafter for the 
above misconduct was served with a chargesheet on 18 / 19th December , 1961, Ext. 
M under Clause 19 ( 9 ) and 19 ( 1 ) of the Standing Order of the Company, Ext. 
M 12 ; the workman on 25th December, 1961 submitted his explanation , Ext. M 1 , 
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denying the charge and thereafter an enquiry was held on 27th December, 1981 at 
which witnesses were examined , whose statements are Exts . M 3 to M6, in pre 
sence of the concerned workman , who was given fullest opportunity to cross 
examine the witnesses and to defend himself; and the Enquiry Oficer on 29th 
December, 1961 submitted his report, Ext . M 7 . On 1st January , 1962 the Manager 
recommended the dismissal of the workman , Ert . M 8 and thereupon on 13th 
January , 1962 by a letter of that date Ext. M 9 he was dismissed with effect from 
18th January , 1962. It was, therefore , contended that the domestic enquiry being 
fair and proper and in accordance with the principles of natural justice the dis 
missal was justified as hls misconduct was proved at the domestic enquiry and , 
as such , he was not entitled to any relief. 

3 . On behalf of the concerned workman , Shri B . N . Sharma, President, Congras : 
Mazdoor Sangh , on 22nd April, 1962 Alcd a rejoinder in reply to the above written 
statement of the management. The defence of the union was that the present dir 
pute was an industrial dispute as it has been sponsored by a competent Trade 
Union -- the Congress Mazdoor Sangh and it had been referred for adjudication at 
the instance of the said union on the failure of the reconciliation proceeding and 
therefore , the reference was quite competent. On mcrits , the defence was that 
the concerned workman Shri Balaram was forced to work as Haulage Khalati 
against his wishes and despite his vehement protest , because he was a Pump Khala 
si and quite inexperienced as Haulage Khalasi and , therefore , before putting him 
to handle the 125 ft . Horse Power Heuvy Engine the Company s Engineer shouk 
have confirmed whether the concerned workman possessed the requisite skill for 
the job , but this was not done and , as such , he cannot be responsible for the mid 
take of the managenient. It was further sald that the management applied for 
approval under Section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of the Act , which admittedly was filled on 10th 
January , 1962 and registered as Application No. 5 of 1962 before this Tribunal ada 
the workman also filed a complaint under Section 33A of the Act, but the Company 
later on withdrew its application on 28th June, 1963 and, therefore, the complaint 
of the workman also became abortive for the same reason . It was further stato 
that the alleged misconduct under Standing Order 19 ( 1 ) and 19 ( 9 ) had not been 
proved and the charges had not been proved and that the enquiry was not fair and 
proper and the finding was perverse and , therefore , his dismissal was unjustified 
and should be set aside. 

4 . In the hearing the Company was represented by Sarvashri S . S . Mukherjee , 
Advocate and S . N . Singh , Legal Assistant and the union , which represented the 
workman concerned, was represented by its President, Shri B . N . Sharma. Both 
the parties filled documents , which , with mutual consent, were taken in evidente 
and marked as Erts . M to M 13 . The only document filed by the union was the 
Membership Register of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh of Jamadobu Colliery for 
1962 -63, which was marked as Ext. W . It may be mentioned at this very stage that 
this register was Alcd in Reference No. 96 of 1963 also and there it was marke 
Ext. W 2 . None of the partics examined any witness . 

Preliminary objection 


5 . In support of his preliminary objection to the competency of the Referense 
on the ground that it was in respect of an individual dispute and not an industrial 
dispute , Shri Mukherjee , on behalf of the management, contended that Shri Bala 
ram , as it will appear from Ext. M 9 , was dismissed on 13th January , 1962 with 
effect from 18th January , 1962, but he became a member admittedly , on the case of 
the union itself, even assuming that the Membership Register Ext. W is genuine , 
although according to the management it had been manufactured for the purpose 
of Reference 97 of 1963 and the present reference, on the basis of the Membership 
Register Ext. W , on 10th June, 1962 , obviously after his dismissal, became the 
Branch of the Union , was formed in this colliery in May 1963, as it will appear from 
Ext. M 11, after the dismissal of the workman and as such according to the manage 
ment the workman became a member of this union in or after May, 1963 and ther 
fore in 1962 the present union had no jurisdiction to convert the individual dispute 
of the conccrned workman into an industrial dispute by sponsoring it and getting 
it referred to this Tribunal. In support of his contention Shri Mukherjee relied on 
my award dated 27th May, 1965 in Refcrence No. 67 of 1963 between the employers 
in relation to the 6 and 7 Pits Colliery of M / s. Tata Iron & Steel Co. Ltd ., Jamadoba 
and Their Workmen , in which also Shri Mukherjee appeared for the Company and 
Shri D . Narsingh with Shri B . N . Sharma appeared for the workman concerned and 
this very preliminary objection was raised and decided hy me. This award was 
published in the Gazette of India on 10th July 1965 , at page 2340 , in which I relied 
on some observation of His Lordship The Hon ble The Chief Justice of India , who 
Spoke for the Court , in Workmen of Dharampal Premchand ( Saugandhi) versus 
Dharampal Premchand ( Saugandhi) , which was reported then in 1965 Supreme 
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hurt Notes 129 but which is reported in 1965 ( 1 ) L . L . J . 888 , His Lordship The 
Kon ble The Chief Justice of India , at page 672 , in 1965 ( I ) LL. J . 668 said : 

" " Industry " has becn defined by s . 2 ( 1 ) of the Act and it seems to us that in 
some cases the union of workmen working in one industry may be competent to 
raise a dispute about the wrongful dismissal of an employee engaged in an estab 
lishment belonging to the same industry where workmen in such an cstablishment 
have no union of their own , and an appreciable number of such workmen had 
joined such other union before their dismissal." (Underlined by me). 

6 . Shri Mukherjee seriously contested , as he did in Reference No. 97 of 1963, 
that the Membership Register , now marked as Ext . W , was not genuine as it has 
been manufactured for the purpose of the reterences in which the representation 
of the workman by the Congress Mazdoor Sangh was concerned , 

7. The above contentions of Shri Mukherjee were seriously combated by Shri 
Sharma, who appeared for the union and he countered that the only requisite re 
quired to give validity to a reference made by the Central Government under 
Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of the Act was ( a ) that the dispute of the concerned workman 
or workmen should be sponsored by a union , and ( b ) that the said dispute , after 
the failure of the conciliation proceeding , should have been ieferred for adjudica 
tion by the Central Government at the instance of the said uuion and , therefore, it 
was contended that , in the present case , admittedly the dispute of the concerned 
workman having been sponsored by the present union , notwithstanding , as alleged 
by the management, that this branch of the union was established in Jamadoba 
Colliery in or about May , 1963 and it was never in cxistence before 1963 and the 
concerned workman according to the management became a nember of this union 
pome time in or about May 1963, but according to the union on 10th June, 1963 , 
which also is after his dismissal on 18th January , 1962. The individual cispute of 
the concerned workman , after having been sponsored by this union , was clothed 
with the characteristic of an industrial dispute within the nicaning of Section 2 ( k ) 
of the Act and , therefore, the present reference was in respect of an industrial dis 
pute and was quite competent. In support of his contention , he relied , as he did 
before in Reference No. 67 of 1963 and Reference No . 64 of 1963 and Reference 
No . 97 of 1963, on thrce dccisions of the Supreme Court , namely , Bombay Union of 
Journalists versus " The Hindu , Bombay , 1961 ( II ) LLJ, 436 ; 1962 ( I ) L . L .), 409; and 
1962 ( I) L . L . J , 634 . 


8 . Unfortunately , the question , which has arisen in this case and which also 
arose previously in Reference No . 64 of 1963, in which I gave award on 27th May , 
1965 ; in Reference No. 67 of 1963 in which I gaye award on 27th May, 1965 ; in Re 
ference No. 97 of 1963 in which I gave award on 16th Auglist , 1965 ; in Reference 
No. 63 of 1963 in which I gave award on 24th August , 1965 and in which Shri 
Mukherjee appeared for the management and Shri Narsingh assisted by Shri B . N . 
Sharma, President, Congress Mazdoor Sangh , appeared for the union , has not been 
raised in any of the cascs relied upon by the union and has not yet come up for 
dceision before the Supreme Court or specifically and puintodily decided by the 
Supreme Court and , thercfore , the question is still open to divergent opinions. 
Speaking for myself , I have again reconsidered the position and iny previous deci 
sons on this point in my previous awards referred to above and feel that the view , 
which I have expressed in those cases , should be adhered to by me in the present 
reference also . 

9 , As I have already expressed my views on this disputc :1 question , I propose 
in the present reference to reproduce what I have said in the above cases , which 
ropresent my present views also . 


Reference No. 64 of 1963 
10 . In Reference No. 64 of 1963 on this question being raised and in which Shri 
D , Narsingh , Advocate with Shri B . N . Sharma appeared for the union and Shri 
S . S , Mukherjee, Advocate appeared for the management, I reviewed the decisions 
cited by the parties in Para 8 in these words: 

" 8 ( a ) In 1958 ( II ) L .LJ. 290 a learned Single Judge of the Andhra Pradesh High 
Court held that it is no doubt true that a dispute simplicitcr betwern an employer 
and a workman might develop into an industrial dispute within the mcaning of 
Section 2 ( k ) of the Act, if the cause is cspoused by a union of which he is a rem 
ber , but the membership of the union ruhich would yine it jurisdiction to esnouse 
his case , must be one anterior to the date of the disinisil, and not subiecincent to 
it. The primary requirement niust be that on the date on which some disciplinary 
action is taken against the aggrieved workmen , their cause must be espoused cither 
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by a union of which they are members or by a substantial section of the entire es 
tablishment where the dismissed workmen were formerly employed. It may be 
that a recognised part of the establishment also can take up their cause . But so 
long as a substantial section of the entire establishment or a recognised part of the 
establishment does not take up their cause , there can be no industrial dispute , the 
existence of which is a pre- requisite for the assumption of jurisdiction by the 
Tribunal . 

(b ) In 1961 ( 1) L .L . J . 77 a learned Single Judge of the Kerala High Court held 
that where it is not proved that the cause of the individual workers was taken up 
by an appreciable number of the woskmen in the establishment or by the union 

( consisting of members employed in similar establishments ) of which they were 
members at the time of dismissal, the reference of such dispute at the instance of 
such union of which the concerned workmen became members after their dismissal 
could not be considered valid . In that case , the case of three dismissed workmen 
employed in a commercial concern was taken up by the union consisting of mem 
bers employed in the commercial concern in the locality . But the concerned wo - k 
men were not members of such a union on the date of their dismissal, but they 
became members of the union subsequent to their dismissal, It was , therefore , held 
that the reference was invalid as the dispute did not assume the characteristic of 
an industrial dispute as defined in Section 2 ( k ) of the Act 

( c ) in 1982 ( II) L .LJ. 93, a learned Single Judge of the Madras High Court held 
that from the mere fact that a general union , at whose instance an industrial dis 
pute concerning an individual workman is referred for adjudication has on its 
roll a few of the workmen in the establishment As jts memhers it could not be 
assumed that the individual dispute was converted into a collective dispute . In 
such a case not only should it be proved that the workmen who are members of the 
general union formed a substantial or a considerable section of the workmen of tho 
Tarticular mills , but also that in order to vest thr dispute with the character of an 
Industrial dispute. those members participated in or acted elther by A resolution 
or by other means and collectively supported on the date of the reference the 
demand or the cause of an individual disnute In ascertaining wither there is such 
& collective expression and support, reference to workmen of other establishments 
who happened to be members of the general union will be irrelevant. for , it is one 
of the requisites of an industrial dispute , that the workmen who decide to sunport 
an individual dispute should he workmen of the employer concerned and should 
also have a direct nd substantial interest in the dispute raised . 

( d ) In 1961 ( 11 ) L .L . J . 436 , the Supreme Court held that : 

" In egch case in ascertaining whether an individual dispute has arquired tho 
character of an industrial dispute the test is whether at the date of the reference 
the dispute was taken up or sunportert hy thn urilon of the workmen of the em 
ployer against whom the rispute is raised by an individual workman or by an 
appreciable number of workmen ." 

It was further held that, as a subsequent withdrawal of support will not take 
away the jurisdiction of an industrial Trihinal nr the same reasoning subsequent 
support could not convert what was an individual dispute at the time of reference 
into an industrial dispute It was therefore held that if the dispute was in its in 
ception An individual dispute and continued to be such till the date of the reference 
it could not be converted into an industrial dispute subsequent to the reference by 
workers interested in this dispute . 

( e ) In 1962 ( I ) LL . J . 634 . relied upon strongly by Shri Narsingh , it wag held 
by the Supreme Court that the test to apply in each case would : " Had the dispute 
been sponsored by the workmen hefore it was referred for adjudication ? " This is 
admittedly not the position here ." 


Reference No . 67 of 1963 


11 . In Reference No. 67 of 1963 , on the above question , in Paras 15 , 16 and 17 , 
I reviewed the above decisions as also the decisions of the Supreme Court in 
Workmen of Dharampal Premchand ( Saugandhi) versus Dhardinpal Premchand 
(Saugandhi) (Supra ) in these words : 

" 15 . In 1958 ( 11) LLJ. 291 ( Andhra Pradesh ) it was held that it is no doubt 
true that a dispute simpliciter between an emplover and a workman might deve 
lop into an Industrial dispute within the meaning of Sertion 2 ( k ) of the Act, 1 
the cause is espoused by a union of which he is a member . The membership of 
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the union which would give it jurisdiction to espouse his cause , must be one ante 
rior to the date of his dismissal and not subsequent to it . The primary require 
ment must be that on the date on which some disciplinary action is taken against 
the aggrieved workman , his cause must be espoused either by a union of which 
he is a member or by a substanțial section of the entire establishment where the 
dismissed workman was formerly employed . It may be that a recognised part of 
the establishment also can take up his cause . But so long as a substantial section 
of the entire establishment or a recognised part of the establishment does not 
take up his cause , there can be no industrial dispute , the existence of which is 
a pre - requisite for the assumption of jurisdiction by the Tribunal." 


" In 1961 ( 1) L . L . J . 77 (Kerala ) it was held that where it is not proved that the 
cause of the individual worker was taken up by an appreciable number of the 
workmen in the establishment or by the union ( consisting of members employed 
in similar establishments ) of which they were ruembers at the time of dismissal, 
the reference of such dispute at the instance of such union of which the concerned 
workmen became members after their dismissal could not be considered valid ." 


" In 1961 ( II ) L . L . J . 436, the Supreme Court laid town that in each case in ag 
certaining whether an individual dispute has acquired the character of an indus 
tial dispute , the test is whether at the date of the reference the dispute was taken 
up as supported by the union of the workmen of the employer against whom the 
dispute is raised by an individual workman or by an appreciable number of 
workmen ." 


" 16 . Most recently on March 15 , 1965 in Wornmen of M / s Dharampal Prem 
chand ( Saugandhi) versus M / s Dhurampal Premchand ( Saugandhi) 1965 Supreme 
Court Notes 129 , the Supreme Court reeterated the principles governing and ex 
plained an individual aispute . The observation made by the Supreme Court ear 
lier in Bombay Union of Journalists V . " The Hindu " , Bonibay , 1961 ( II ) L . L . J . 436 , 
relied upon , to the requirements of a valid reference under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of 
the Act, were held to be in the nature of obiter , The Bonbay Union of Journal 
ists Case ( Supra ) dealt with a case of the dismissal of a single employee , and, 
therefo e , the Supreme Court hold that it is difficult to apply or extend the obser 
vations made in the case of the Bombay Union of Journalists to the case before 
Their Lordships in which there was dismissal of 18 employees . His Lordship 
Clajendragadkar , C .J ., Speaking for the Court , observed ; 


" It is not disputed that a Union of workmen may validly raise a dispute as to 
dismissal even though it may be a union of thc minority of the workmen employ 
ed in any cstablishment. The majority union , of course, can raise a dispute , and 
If a : eference is made under S . 10 ( 1 ) of the Act, at its instance , the reference 18 
valid . Similarly , if there is no union of workmen in any establishment, a group 
of employees can raise the dispute and the dispute then becomes an individual dis 
pute , though it may relate to the dismissal of an individual employee . This position 
is not disputed ." 


" 17 . In the above mentioned Supreme Court decision , His Lordship the Hon ble 
The Chief Justice of India , who Spoke for the Court, further observed : 

" In every case where industrial adjudication has to decide whether a reference 
in regard to the dismissal of an industrial employee is validly made or not, it 
would always be necessary to enquire whether the union which has sponsored the 
case can fairly claim a representative character in such a way . Industry A88 
been defined by S . 2 ( 1 ) of the Act and it seems to us that in some cases , the 
mion of workmen working in one industry may be competent to raise a dispute 
about the wrongful dis nissal of an cmp oyee engaged in an establishment belong 
ing to the same industry where worlmen in such an establishment have no unton 
of their own and an appreciable number of such workmen had joined suchower 
union before their dismissal. In fact, the object of trade union movement is to 
encourage the formation of larver and higher unions on healthy and proper trade 
union lies, and this object would be frustrated it industrial adjudication were to 
adopt the rigid rule that before any dispute about wrongful dismissal can be validly 
referred under Section 10 ( 1 ) of the Act , it should receive the support of the Union 
consisting exclusively of the workmen working in the establishment concerned ." 

12. In Reference No. 97 of 1963 and Reference No . 63 of 1963 the reason are 
the same. In view of the observation therefore, of His Lordship The Hon ble 
Chief Justice of India in Workmen of Dharampal Prernchand ( Saugandht) Versus 
Dharampal Premchand (Saugandhi). 1965 ( 1) L .LJ, 668 , at page 072 , and paru 
çularly and pointedly the observation that appreciable number of such workmen . . 
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had joined such union before their dismissal" does, in my opinion , support the 
contention of Shri Mukherjee that the untun , w sponsored the dispute of a 
dismissed workman and at the instance of which the dispute is referred by the 
Central Government for adjudicatlon under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of the Act to the 
Tribunal, must be a union of which the dismissed workman must have joined as 
its member before his dismissal. 


13 . In view of the principles above discussed , I, therefore , hold that there is 
no doubt that an individual dispute might develop into an industrial dispute with 
In the meaning of Section 2 ( k ) of the Act If the dispute is espoused by a union 
of which he is a member , but the dismissed concerned workman , whose cause or 
dispute has been sponsored by such a uion , must must have become a member 
of such a union anterior to the date of his dismissal and not subsequently , and , 
therefore, if such a dismissed workman becomes a member of a union after his 
dismissal, such a union will have no jurisdiction by espousing the cause of such 
a dismissed workman to convert his individual dispute into an industrial disputo 
within the meaning of Section 2 (k ) of the Act . 


14 . In the light of the above , let us now see what is the position in the present 
case . Admittedly , on the case of the union itself , assuming for the purpose of this 
reference that the membership register Ext. W is genuine , the concerned workman 
Shri Balaram , whose serial No. is 43 in the Register , became a member on 10th 
June 1962, that is , after his dismissal on 13th January 1969 with effect from 18th 
January 1962 , and therefore , the present union represented by Shri B . N . Sharma 
had no jurisdiction to convert the individual dispute into an industrial dispute 
within the meaning of Section 2 ( k ) of the Act and , as surn , the present case was 
in respect of an individual dispute and as such it was valid . 


15 . Although in Reference No. 97 of 1983 I have held this Membership Register 
for 1962 -63 for Jamadoba Collicry , which was marked Ext. W 2 in that reference , 
as not genuine and as having been manufactured for the purpose of that reference , 
but, in the instant case , it is not necessary to decide tne question as admittedly on 
the case of the union itself , although not admitted by the management, the con 
cerned workman became a member of this union after his dismissal. 


16 . In the above connection , another argument was placed on behalf of the 
union for consideration . It was contended that as an application for approval 
under the Proviso to Section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of the Act was made by the management 
on 15th January 1962, which was withdrawn on 28th June 1963 by the manage 
ment, the dismissal must be deemed to be effective on and from and after 28th 
June 1963, and not retrospectively from 18th January 1962 although actually he 
was dismissed on 13th January 1962 with effect from 18th January 1962 , inasniuch 
as the said dismissal because of the Alling of the approval of the application must 
be deemed to have been kept in abeyance and made fucifective till 2014 June 1963 . 
I am afraid , I cannot accept this argument as correct in law . No authority also 
has been cited in support of this contention . I cannot understand how and why 
the order of dismissal, which was passed on 13th January 1962 and was made 
effective from 18th January 1962 should be held up in aboyance till 28th June 1963 
simply because an appllcation for approval was made by the management. What 
is the effect of such an application has been made clear by the Supreme Court 
in the case of Tata Iron & Steel Co ., Ltd . Versus $ . N . Mauale 1965 ( II ) L . L . J . 
128 , which also does not support the contention of the union . The reason for this 
argument by the union was that if the disthissue was to take eifect , for the reasons 
given by the union , from 28th June 1983, then because according to the manage 
ment the workman became a member in May, 1963, it would be prior to his dis 
migsal and not after his dismissal; but, in my opinion , there is no substance in 
this contention . I may, however, mention that the management said that the 
workman became a member not in 1982 but in May , 1963, because this Branch of 
the unon was formed , as will appear from Ext. M - 11 , in this Janiadoba Coillery 
in May 1963 and , thereforc, it was not possible for the workman to become a 
member of this union before May 1963. I would , therefore , hold that the prelimi 
nary objection is well founded , and , therefore , it has to be given effect to and , 
accordingly I hold that the present reference , being in respect of an individual 
dispute , is locompetent and , therefore , invalid . 


17. On my above decision that the reference is incompetent, I have no jurisdic 
tion to enter into the merit of the case and , therefore, I do not express any opinion 
on the merits of the case .

1. This is a complaint purporting to be under Sec. 33A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 (Act XIV of 1947 ) .
